Bones of Contention 


I see that the Argentine is still agitating 
for the return of the Falkland Islands, 
in spite of their comparative barrenness 
and bleak climate, these islands are of 
such strategic importance that the wish of 
the Argentine Government is quite under- 
standable.

JAMES CONNOLLY 


TO THE KDITOR: OF THER IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—It is g literary crime to allow pef- 
‘onal “friendship .to. stand in the way of a 
frank appraisal of such a work as the study 
of the lite of such a man as ‘the late James 
Connolly. Your reviewer when reviewing the 
study. of another rebel—Constance de 
Markievicez—did not spare the author. Why 
has he remained silent when reviewing the 
study of James Connolly by his daughter! 
Has a reviewer no responsibilities towards 
the readers of the newspaper in which his 
review appears? 

The defects of ““ The Unbroken Tradition,’ 
the first work of the author of the present 
study of James Connolly, appear in this 
book. .How can any portrat of James 
Connolly be an intamate one which ignores 
the existence and work of Mr. James Larkin? 
How can an author expect the public, 
familiar. with her study, to believe in her 
sincerity when: she deliberately ignores the 
work of James Larkin, especially in its 
intimate relations with James Connolly? The 
truth is that this study of James Connolly 
found the author occupied with two things 
at the same time. She had to write a study 
of James Connolly, and at the same time 
make doubly sure that she ignored the place 
that James. Larkin ought to have occupied 
in it. 

Your reviewer is acquainted with the facts; 
why did he not draw the attention of your 
readers to these. deficiencies on the part of 
the author? Why did he not state, as he 
knew full well, that it was James Larkin who 
was responsible for the return of James Con- 
nolly and his family from the United States? 
Why did the author omit any mention of this 
fact? It is an insalt to human intelligence 
for any person to write of those stirring days 
of 1913 and omit all mention of James Larkin. 
Why is there no mention of the hasty 
disintegration of the Irish Neutrality League 
in 1914% What changed James Connolly 
from the pacifist of 1914 to tue militant 
Nationalist in 1916? Maybe James Larkin 
might be induced to break his long silence. 
James Connolly occupied too important a 
place in the life of the Irish people to 
permit any reviewer of a study of him to 
escape his responsibilities by writing of it 
that it “will appeal to many who care less 
for the exactness of history than for graphic 
description and stirring incidents of life.”’ 

Did James Connolly throw overboard his 
Socialist theories when he became . a 
Nationalist, or was his nationalism part of 
his Socialist scheme of things? Surely, the 
author, his own daughter, ought to have been 
able to answer this gestion, especially when 
we are informed that she has ‘literary skill 
and art,” and, above all, “shows all the 
literary artist’s power of selection ?”’ 

James Connolly was a great man. His 
daughter renders him a great disservice by 
trying to picture him as she does. His 
work in Ireland, which gave him greater 
fame, was only made possible by the work 
of James Lerkin. - James Larkin, in my 
humble opinion, was the greater man of the 
two. He had an understanding of the 
masses that James Connolly could not have 
had because of his innate shyness when 
among people. James Connolly, when he 
returned to Ireland, had little sympathy with 
the modern trade union, or with any of the 
movements thaí James Larkin had created. 
It was his contact with the masé#es, through 
his associations with James Larkin that 
changed his point of view. I hope the next 
study of James Connolly will explain much 
that the present author has omiited to men- 
tion. 

I refuse to believe, and cannot believe, 
that James Connolly at the age of 26 was 
the man his daughter would have us believe. 
He bad more grit than that. He was a 
man of considerable talent; but it was that 
kind of talent tht. flourishes only in a 
prepared soil. Larkin prepared the soil for 
James Connolly. He made it possible for 
James Connolly to function in the North. He 
made it possible for James Connolly to 
out of life a much greater man than if he 
had remained without the knowledge gained 
from his active associations ‘vith the life of 
the Irish people, again made possible by 
James Larkin.—Yours, etc.,

‘“Phe Associated Press of India of Novem- 
ber 2 gives wide publicity to the investiture 
of Dr, James H. Cousins, the Irish poet, now 
Principal of Madanapalle College, Madras 
Presidency, India, with the ancient decora- 
tion of the Veera Srinkhala, or bracelet of 
heroism, and ceremonial robe by His High- 
ness the Maharaja of Travancore during the 
birthday celebrations of the latter. The de- 
coration is the sequel to the organisation by 
Dr. Cousins of the State Gallery of Indian 
Painting recently opened by His Highness, 
and is regarded as a unique event, since Dr. 
Cousins is, as far as can be ascertained, the 
first Westerner to receive this coveted recog- 
nition of eminent service to the State. 

“The bracelet, formeily conferred on 
warriors, is the highest distinction in the gift 
of the Maharaja. It is made by hereditary 
palace goldsmiths after a traditional model 
of patterned gold in short overlapping sec- 
tions, an inch in diameter, one-third of the 
bracelet being encrusted with precious stones 
in traditions! tterns. The robe is of 
scarlet Kashmir cloth, with heavy gold- 
embroidered borders. This is usually given 
to scholars.

O-DAY’S festival of the Archangel

Intense activity is reported to reign at 
the various Abyssinian headquarters on 
the northern front. Preparations for the 
Emperor’s departure from Dessie, en route 
for the north, are being hurried on. 
It is unofficially stated that dozens of 
Italian aircraft are carrying out recon- 
naissance flights throughout the Tembien 


region. 
TRUSTED CHIEFS 


Following the fierce fighting which has 
been going on in the Makale region during 
the last few days, plans have been 
launched for a yet fiercer attack, taking 
the shape of a vast encircling movement. 
In this movement three armies are con- 
verging on the town from a wide radius. 

The operations’ have been entrusted to 
three ofghe Emperor's most trusted chiefs. 
Dedjasmatch Kassa Sebhat is leading the 
army from the north, Ras Kassa that from 
the south, and Ras Seyoum that from the 
west. 

This movement follows on yesterday's 
reports of a big Abyssinian success to the 
north-west of Makale, where the Abys- 
sinians claim to have captured Abbi Abi, 
capital of the Tembien district, in a 
surprise attack. 


PILOTS ESCAPE WHEN 
*PLANES LAND 


ROME, Saturday. 

Two Italian war ‘planes were forced 
down on Christmas Day in the Takkaze 
sector while spraying Abyssinian columns 
with machine-gun fire, it is officially 
announced here. The machines were de- 
stroyed, but the pilots escaped in safety. 

It appears that one of the ‘planes, 

iloted by Warrant Officer Allavena, was 
hit in the petrol tank by rifle fire and was 
forced to land. 

Another Italian airman, Warrant Officer 
Vaschi, who went to the aid of his 
colleague, damaged his machine in land- 
ing, and neither "plane could take off 
again. 

When the airmen's plight was reported 
a detachment of Spahis (native cavalry) 
was sent out, and brought the two pilots 
into the Italian lines. 

Warrant Officer Vaschi has been awarded 
the silver medal for military valour.

WITH NASIBU ON THE 
SOUTHERN FRONT

From WALTER COLLINs, Press 
AssociaTION SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 
I have just spent a week among the 
troops. of Dedjasmatch Nasibu, ‘ The 
Lucky,” the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Abyssinian forces on the southern front. 

With Wehib Pasha, his Turkish Chief 
of Staff, Nasibu has his headquarters at 
Jijija, a little village in the middle of a 
dusty windswept plain. His G.H.Q. is 
the local palace, a rickety two-storeyed 
building, badly in need of repair. 

The exact strength of Nasibu’s forces is 
a well-kept secret, but it appears that the 
total numbers do not exceed 75,000. Khaki 
uniforms have now been issued to most of 
the soldiers, who, when they first arrived 
from the outlying centres, were almost all 
clothed in white. This made them too 
conspicuous a mark for air raiders, and 
the Emperor personally gave orders that 
the traditional white should be replaced 


by khaki. 

SIMPLE MEAL 
At one of the camps I visited the men 
were having their daily meal, the simplest 
possible diet, consisting of a quarter of a 
pound of cooked corn apiece, washed down 
with salty water. Yet the men looked fit 
and healthy. | 
A Alozen soldiers from Chércher allowed 
me to examine their arms and ammuni- 
tion. Eight of them had Mausers of fairly 
recent date. Three had new British rifles, 
and one old man had a gun which would 
probably explode if it were ever fired. 
Some had new equipment, but of poor 
quality. : 
The non-commissioned officer in charge 
had his cartridge belt full of new Belgian 
rifle ammunition, but the average number 
of rounds per man appeared not to exceed 
forty. There were probably some reserve 
dumps in the vicinity, however. 
The main body of Abyssinians, as far 
as I could gather, is concentrated between 
Daggah Bur and Sasah Beneh, astride the 
River Fafan. 


ITALIAN LOSSES 
By dint of frequent air bombardments 
the eltalians some weeks ago forced the 
Ethiopians out of Gorahai, and their 
advance guards pushed up towards Sasah 
Beneh. After the subsequent fighting at 
Anale, where the Abyssinians captured 
four tanks and inflicted serious losses on 
the Italian Somali troops, the Italian 
forces retreated, and are now believed to 
be holding a line which closely approxi- 
mates to that which they held at the

beginning of hostilities. 

Both the Italians and the Abyssinians 
claim to be in possession of Gerlogubi, 
Gorahai and Wal Wal, but it is probable 
that all these places are in a vast No 
Man’s Land about eighty miles in depth. 
Wal Wal, however, may still be held by 
Italian outposts, 

Apart from Gorahai and Anale, there 
has been no serious fighting in the south 
up to date. The Italian tactics have 
chiefly consisted of aerial bombardment. 


NOT DEMORALISED 

At first the moral effects of this were 
considerable, as the majority of Abys- 
sinians had never seen an aeroplane in 
their lives, and there was consternation, 
and sometimes panic, when the ‘phanes 
roared over, and explosive and incendiary 
bombs came hurtling down. 

At one time it appeared that these aerial 
tactics would succeed, and that Nasibu’s 
men would become demoralised. In the 
Webbe Shibeli district; however, the 
Italian airinen became ~ery daring, and 
skimmed along only a  v hundred feet 
from the ground. Two of their machines 
were brought down in one day by Abys- 
siman rifle fire, and since then the 
Italans have never come down below 
three thousand feet, at which height they 
are safe from rifle fire. In consequence, 
they have usually failed to hit the target’ 
aimed at 
Moreover, the  Abyssinians have 
gradually learnt how to take cover, and 
have dug small trenches and shelters to 
shield themselves.

It is now clear that 
two parties of armed men were engaged 
in the raid, and that the object was to 
secure about 150 rifles, with ammunition, 
believed to be in the armoury of the 
college. These rifles, however, were

The man arrested made a brief appear- 
ance in the Belfast Police Court yesterday.

i” was announced by the Dublin ofhce of 

the National Union of Railwaymen on 
Saturday that an agreement had been 
signed between the Great Southern Rail- 
way Company, the National Union of Rail- 
waymen, the Railway Clerks’ Association, 
and the Associated Society of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen covering wages 
and conditions for the year 1936. 

The agreement provides for the restora- 
tion of 24 per cent. of the existing “ cut ” 
of 74 per cent. in basic wages to the staff 
as from January Ist. 

The three unions claimed the restoration 
of the full cut, but at a conference some 
weeks ago both sides agreed to report 
back to their principals upon a proposal 
for the restoration of 25 per cent. 


During this conference the company’s 
representatives made the suggestion that 
the restoration should be spread over the 
next twelve months. The proposal was that 
there should be a restoration of 1, per 
cent. in June and an additional 14 per 
cent. in September. The unions refused 
to consider this suggestion, and eventually 
the proposal which ha; now been accepted 
by the three unions was made. 

This proposal has not found general 
favour with the rank and file in the 
unions. At the delegate conference of the 
Railway Clerks’ Association last week a 
majority of the delegates from 
branches affected by the agreement decided 
that negotiations between the parties 
should continue, and that if necessary the 
question should be referred to the Irish 
Railway Wages Board for consideration. 


LONDON CONFERENCE 


Some days earlier the Executive Com- 
mittees of the three railway unions, in 
joint conference in London, decided to 
recommend the terms for acceptance by 
their Irish branches. 

When this joint conference was held the 
Executive Committee of the National 
Union of Railwaymen were in possession 
of the decision of the majority of their 
Irish branches. These decisions were, in 
the main, in favour of the acceptance of 
the proposal for a 24 per cent. resteration 
at present, and for a full restoration as 
soon as the accounts of the company 
showed that such a demand could be met. 

It is understood that the National Union 
of Railwaymen branches which expressed 
this view spoke for a majority of the 
persons interested in the demand. 

Dublin officials of the organisation de. 
clared yesterday that if the statement that 
a majority of the branches favoured the 
settlement was correct, it would be found 
upon examination that the branches which 
had voted in this way were provincial 
branches, and that the urban railway 
workers generally were opposed to any 
settlement which was not agreed to by the 
rank and file.

To-imorrow a meeting will take place in 
Belfast between the National Union of 


and General Workers’ Union and the 
Road Transport Board in the six counties, 
with a view to establishing an agreement 
covering wages and conditions for the con- 
cerns taken over by the board since it 
commenced to function. 

On Thursday of this week the Dublin 
Trades Union Council representatives will 
meet representatives of the Great Southern 
Railways Company on the question of the 
restoration of the ten per cent. wage de- 
duction to railway shopmen ‘in the area. 
This meeting will be held under the 
auspices of the Department of Industry 
and Commerce. 

It is anticipated that any agreement 
made for the Dublin area will apply auto- 
matically to the whole system. 


‘CROSS-BORDER LINES 

There is no agreement between the 
bodies concerned as to when the question 
of wages on the Northern and cross-border 
railway systems should be re-opened. The 
existing agreement has been maintained 
by both sides since March of this year. 
Under its terms the workers suffer a cut 
of 10 per cent. on basic wage rates. 

With the coming into operation of the 
new Great Southern Railways agreement 
there will be a difference of 5 per cent. in 
the wages of the Great Southern and 
Great Northern staffs. The Great 
Northern workers have demanded the 
restoration of the existing 10 per cent. 
cut in full.

EXCITEMENT AT COVE 
From Ovr CORRESPONDENT. 
COVE, Sunday Night. 


Cove to-day has been a place of 
mysterious happenings ; for although it has 
been officially stated that the United 
States liner, American Importer, is not 
scheduled to call here on her voyage to 
England this week, virtually all the hotels 
have been full of people waiting for the 
vessel to put into harbour. 

Most of those who are waiting are 
American, [English and European 
journalists, all anxious to interview 
Colonel Charles Augustus Lindbergh, who, 
with his wife and small son, secretly left 
New York for Englandson Monday last. 


“ NOT ON BOARD ” 


It is stated that the Lindberghs’ decision 
to leave the United States has been made 
because of a new gangster menace directed 
at. the life of their second child. The trio 
are commonly supposed to be on board the 
American Importer, though wireless tele- 
grams sent to Colonel Lindbergh, care of 
that vessel, when she was halfway across 
the Atlantic, have all been returned.

THE WAITING TUG 


Late this evening the Customs officials 
at Cove had no intimation that the vessel 
would call; but in the meantime some 
little excitement was caused when it was 
seen that one of the liarbour tugs, the 
Morsecock, had been specially chartered 
and brought to the landing wharf by a 
hurriedly recruited crew. The tug. lay 
alongside all the evening with steam up 
and lights blazing, but did not go out.

M. LAVAL’S VICTORY 


The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day: Once again M.° Laval has won a 


remarkable victory in the French 
Chamber, though this time by a narrower 
margin than in any of the other crises 
which have threatened his Ministry. His 
speech in reply to his critics on Saturday, 
the second day of the debate, was a great 
achievement, undoubtedly turning in his 
favour the tide of opinion which had been 
There were 
several other notable speeches in the 
course of a very frank debate. On the 
whole, the result should be to improve 
the outlook for co-operation by the two 
countries in the maintenance of peace by 
collective security. 

Those parts of the speech which had 
most effect upon the Chamber, adds The 
Times, were his reply to the charge that 
he had been too late in warning Italy of 
the consequences of her Abyssinian adven- 
ture and his; account of the assurances 
which he had given Great Britain of sup- 
port in case of an attack by Italy and of. 
the consultations between the Naval, 
Military and Air Staffs of the two coun- 
tries which had followed those assurances. 

His account of how the peace proposals 
came into being tallies closely with that 
given by Sir Samuel Hoare in the House 
of Commons, and there was the same 
omission to explain how a settlement, 
which so a Bie put a premium upon 
military aggression, could be reconciled 
with the spirit of the Covenant or with 
the maintenance of collective security. As 
to the future, M. Laval assured the 
Chamber that support of the League, 
in co-operation with Great Britain, would 
remain the fundamental basis of French 
policy. France would continue to apply 
the methods of economic and financial 
pressure upon which the League had 
agreed. An oil embargo, he claimed, 
would only become practicable if the 
United States took similar action. which 
could not be until after Congress meets 
next month. When the time came he 
would be willing to submit the question 
fot decision to the Chamber; but the 
failure of the peace proposals would not 
discourage him from pursuing within the 
framework of the League the task of 
restoring peace by conciliation. 

Unquestionably this is one of the two 
main duties of the League. The pity is 
that a premature and misconceived effort 
at conciliation has made that side of its 
twofold task more difficult than it was 
before: The whole matter is now back 
again in the hands of the League itself. 
The essential is that its collective action 
should be made effective; for, if not 
collective, security must remain a myth. 
As M. Laval has pointed out, the methods 
of pressure already adopted are far from 
negligible, though time will be needed for 
them to produce their full effect. Whether 
and how this pressure should be intensified 
are questions not of principle, but of 
exvediency, upon which there may be 
differences of opinion. What is vital is 
that the League should be united in 
support of whatever decisions are taken.

YY tEIN the limits of a necessarily 
brief contribution it is only possible 
to touch lightly upon a few of the out- 
standing changes which have occurred in 
public service transport during a year of 
rapid transition. Among such events the 
most notable was the decision of the 
Government of Northern Ireland to act on 
the advice of Sir Felix Pole, who recom- 
mended that the State should, in effect, 
acquire all privately-owned goods ‘and 
passenger road services, and pool their 
aggregate receipts with railway revenues 
on the basis of a standard railway year, 
Such a departure from the traditions of 


a community whose citizens have, with 


considerable justification, prided them- 
selves upon the results of private enter- 
prise, demands more than passing notice 
not only in respect to its local significance, 
but because of its possible reactions on 
future legislation in the Irish Free State, 
where transport, though subject to drastic 
State regulation, remains under private 
management. And, having regard to the 
concurrent change which placed London's 
road and rail passenger systems under the 
control of a public authority, it is by no 
means improbable that Northern Ireland’s 
more sweeping measure of “ socialisation ”’ 
may react in greater or less degree upon 
general transport organisation in Great 
Britain. i 


NORTHERN IRELAND 
TRANSPORT ACT 


Briefly described, the Northern Ireland 
Road and Railway Act, which became law 
early this year, provides for the constitu- 
tion of three distinct, though closely 
related, State-controlled authorities :— 

(1) A Road Transport Board empowered. 
to acquire! (by agreement or by compul- 
sion) all omnibus and motor lorry services 
which ply for public hire ; 

(2) A Joint Committee, representative 
of the Road Transport Board and of rail- 
way companies, whose systems operate 
wholly or partly in Northern Ireland. Its 
duties will include the pooling of road and 
railway revenues, the elimination of 
redundant rail or road services, and the 
fixing of timetables, fares and other 
charges ; and 

(3) A Transport Appeal Tribunal, 
whose function it will be to review the 
reasonableness or otherwise of decisions 
taken by the Transport Board or the Joint 
Committee. 

Among services which cannot be com- 
pulsorily acquired by the Transport Board 
are the Belfast Corporation’s tramcar and 
omnibus organisation, motor lorry services 
confined to operation within the city 
boundaries of Belfast or Derry, and certain 
specified services concerned with furniture 
removal, funerals or the collection and 
delivery of milk supplies. 


JOINT RAIL AND ROAD 
AUTHORITY 


In pursuance of the Act. she road Trans- 
port Board has been form. '--with a civil 
servant as chairman and a ~~ ws company’s 
manager as managing directc and has 
assumed possession. inter aia of all 
omnibus and motor lorry services pre- 
viously operated in Northern Ireland by 
the Great Northern, the L.M.S., and the 
County Down Railway Companies, and by 
the Belfast Omnibus Company and H.M.S, 
Catherwood. Negotiations for the acquisi- 
tion of about a further 1.000 privatelv- 
owned motor lorries are now said to be in 
progress. 

Relatively to road 
the Free State, the all-round supertority 
of public service vehicles in Northern 
Ireland is unquestionable. At a very con- 
servative cstimate it may be assumed. that 
not one omnibus in every four which ply 
in the streets of Dublin to-day would pass 
muster for a single hour with the transport 
officers of the Roval Ulster Constabulary. 
It is anticipated that a similarly high 
standard of efficiency will be attained by 
goods vehicles as and when they become 
the property of the Transport Board

Two other, closely integrated, compari- 
sons between North and South are unavoid- 
able. Owing to the high proportion of 
motor vehicles to the population, and the 
consequently higher revenues derived by 
the Northern Ireland Road Fund, the ex- 
penditure per mile on highway reconstruc- 
tion and maintenance greatly exceeds that 
of the Free State, with the natural con- 
sequence that most Northern roads are 
vastly superior. : 


FREE STATE RAILWAYS 


Passing to the year's developments in 
the Free State, the most notable change 
is to be found in the increased railway 
revenues of the G.S.R. Company. Corre- 
spondingly there are evidences of marked 
upward tendencies in the railway receipts 
of the G.N.R. Company; but to what ex- 
tent such increases are attributable to 
Northern Ireland and to Free State traffic 
respectively is not ascertainable. It is, 
however, fairly safe to estimate that 
aggreyate Free State railway revenues for 
the year increased by between £160,000 and 
£170,000 as compared with 1934; a gross 
increment of. somewhere about five per 
cent. Such increases have been attributed 
to railway companies’ successful efforts to 
curtail their recently acquired road 
services and the consequent diversion of 
such traffic to rail vehicles. While 
such tendencies have probably  con- 
tinued in some measure to influence 
the policy of railway managers, there 
are evidences that the revenues of 
railway-controlleéd road services have 
advanced even more rapidly than have 
those of rail vehicles. According to official 
returns, long-distance omnibus services 
(practically railway monopolies) carried 
800,000 more passengers and received 
£35,000 more in fares during the first ten 
months of this year than were shown by 
the records of the same period of 1934. 
As indications of similar, and probably 
more marked, advances in goods traffic, 
there are the known facts that the G.S.R.

Mr. Edward Clark, Deputy-Coroner for 
North Tyrone, sat with a jury in the Town 
Hall, Strabane, to-day to inquire into the 
death of Company Sergeant-Major George 
William Doherty, Royal Irish Fusiliers, 
stationed at Borden Camp, England, and a 
native of Derry, who was found in an un- 
conscious condition on the side of the railway 
track a short distance frorn Strabane Railway 
Station last Monday night, and who died 
in Strabane District Hospital last Tuesday. 

Mr. H. J. Simms (Messrs. Wilson and 
Simms) ‘appeared on behalf of the railway 
company 

Head Constable Close, Strabane, stated that 
at abont 10.15 p.m. last Monday he saw the 
body of Doherty at the side of the Great 
Northern Railway Line in the townland of 
Magirr, about 400 yards from Strabane Rail- 
way Station. His body was lying on the left- 
hand side of the railway line going from 
Strabane to Omagh. He was lying partly on 
his left side and partly on his face. His 
head was towards the railway line and about 
three feet from the track. He had no hat or 
cap, and was enconscious. About six yards 
away he found a piece of the wooden portion 
of a railway carriage window, which he pro- 
duced, He explained that, as a result of his 
investigations he found that it was necessary. 
in order to get the door open, to open it from 
| the outside. 

James Doherty, New street, Derry, a 
riveter, stated that his brother was home 
on holidays since the previous Thursday, and 
witness last saw him alive on December 23 
at 5.50 p.m., when he was then in his usual 
good health, and left Derry for Omagh. 

Dr. Hill, Strabane District Hospital, stated 
that in his opinion death was due to fracture 
of the base of the skull. Having heard the 
evidence, he was of opinion that this was 
caused by a fall from a railway carriage. 

The jury returned a verdict of ‘‘ Death from 
fracture of the skull, caused by accidentally 
falling out of the train.’*’

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WORLD TRADE 
IMPROVEMENT 
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WHAT GENEVA FIGURES 
SHOW

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
GENEVA, Sunday. 

A rise ih world trade—and an 8 per 
cent. increase in the value of British ex- 
ports—is revealed by figures comparing 
trade during 1935 and during 1934 now 
published in the League of Nations’ 
Monthly Bulletin of Statistics. 

The gold value of world trade rose by 
2.5 per cent, during the third quarter of 
1955, the figures state, compared with the 
total for the same quarter of 1934. For 
the same period the volume of world trade 
shows an increase of 1.3 per cent. 

There was an especially sharp rise in the 
gold value of trade during October last, 
the bulletin observes. This was partly a 
result of the rise in gold prices of some 
important commodities. 

Measured in terms of national cure 
rencies the value of imports increased be- 
tween October, 1934, and October, 1935, by 
57 per cent. in the United States and in 
Belgium; by 25 per cent. in Soviet 
Russia, 18 per cent. in Australia, 12 per 
cent. in Canada, 6 per cent. in the United 
Kingdom, and 2 per cent, in the Union 
of South Africa. 

Imports decreased by 2 per cent. in the 
Argentine and Japan; by 4 per cent, in 
Germany and France; by 7 per cent. in 
Switzerland, and by 25 pur cent. in China 
(excluding Manchuria). 

The value of exports in October, 1935, 
compared with the corresponding month of 
1954 was higher by 49 per cent. in Egypt; 
by 41 per cent. in Belgium, 26 per cent. 
in Canada, 20 per cent. in South Africa, 
17 per cent. in India and Japan, 8 per 
cent. in the United Kingdom, 7 per cent. 
in the United States and Germany, and 
1 per cent. in Switzerland. 

Kxports were lower by 1 per cent. ig 
Soviet Russia, 5 per cent. in Australia, 
and 15 per cent. in France.
